The United States Department 
of State announces that it is seek- 
ing linguists to act as Escort 
Interpreters for foreign leaders 
visiting the United States under 
the various exchange and tech- 
nical assistance programs. 

Applicants must have a broad 
educational background, prefer- 
ably a college degree, and must 
be fluent in English and one or 
more of the specified foreign lan- 
guages. Selected candidates will 
be interviewed in San Francisco 
and given the required oral in- 
terpreting aptitude test there by 
Department of State examiners. 
No previous interpreting experi- 
ence is required 

Selected candidates may be 
employed on a contract basis as 
needed, the State Department 
sources said, to accompany for- 
eign leaders and technicians on 
their travels within the United 
States and to act as their inter- 
preter at interviews, meetings, 
ete. The work is generally on an 
intermittent basis, with assign- 
ments lasting from one to three 
months. o 

Beginning salaries rarge from 
$19 to $25 per day depending 
upon the candidate's education 
and experience and on the spe- 
cific program assignment. Trans- 
portation plus an allowance to 
cover hotels, meals and inciden- 
tals is at government expense 
while in travel status. 


Men are generally preferred, 
although there are some oppor- 
tunities for well qualified women 
who are free to travel. United 
States citizenship is preferred but 
not required, except for Russians, 
so long as there is no legal re- 
strictions against the non-citizen 
earning money in the U. S.
